Mrs Longenberger 
fell a distance ol eight feet, and re 
injuries to her spine, 
and which she alleges are per- 
manent injuries

claim damages, the former asking 
♦1,600 foi his loss of a housekec) 
and $1 5(H) for expenses of ph 
(•inns, medicine, etc. Mr>. Long- 
enberger claims damages of |t,000 
for the permanent iujuiies she has 



received, and $2,500 for the pain 
and suffering she has endured "

Ingly temporarily. Mr. August 
Hinz was wild with delight because 
of this, and before you could wink, 
he has fled to Montandon, Pa , to re- 
sume his interrupted vacation, and 
is at. present the guest of Mr. and 
Mrs. Charles Longenberger. Only 
a few mutes are detained at the 
factory lo press some sample skirts, 
and when this is done, Mr. Chas. 
Alden will join Mr. Hinz, at Mon- 
tandon. 

Mi. August Hiuz's parents, at 
Wilkes Barre, Pi ., had a dispatch 
from their son, Jacob, Jr., to the 
effect that he was badly hurt 
through an accident at the R. ekel 
Mine, in Oneida, Ohio. His father 
left at once for that place, where he 
is to stay with his son until he fully 
recovers from the injuries.
